PREFACE. 



This book is an attempt to substitute intelligent, thoughtful 
work for the unmeaning drill of the old-fashioned Spelling-books. 
The spelling lessons, as here given, consist of words related to 
each other in meaning, and so arranged that even where they are 
not understood by the children their meaning may be easily 
learned. The exercises are progressive, beginning with simple 
thoughts and words, and passing on to more difficult ones, — thus 
developing the pupil's use of language as his mental powers and 
ideas are developed. 

The spelling lesson is an exercise upon which the pupil drills 
for many years. Whatever it contains, therefore, becomes a 
fixture in the mind, — it is forever remembered. Even the 
unmeaning columns of the olden time were thus retained. Who 
that used the old Webster's Spelling-book has forgotten that 
"Sha-dy" came next after "Ba-ker" in the column? 

Now, this being so, is it not worth the while to give the matter 
thus remembered as great a value as possible? Is there not a 
great gain effected when the words are made to have a meaning to 
the child ? when the word to be spelled is associated with an 
idea of which he is, or must become, the master ? Is it not useful 
to awaken in this exercise as many as possible of his faculties ? 
Is it not a law of the mind that every faculty employed about the 
acquisition of a thought is a separate link for holding that 
thought ? Is it not true that a word remembered by its form 
alone is more imperfectly remembered than one that, in addition 
to its form, has the association with a living idea, to assist the 
memory ? 
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iv PREFACE. 

Tho present book assumes that all the above questions should 
be answered in the affirmative The first fifteen lessons present 
simple words, in a form that may bo used in composition, and, in 
connection with these words, models for sentences are given. 
But the work of the pupil should be to make original sentences, 
simply using those given as guides. And each of the pupil's 
expressions must represent an idea of his own. On no account 
should he be allowed to copy from the book either the thought or 
the expression. 

No models are given after the fifteenth lesson, but the practice 
of sentence-making must be continued the same as before. The 
teacher should insist upon originality in every sentence, and also 
upon accuracy in thought and expression. Let nothing be stated 
as true which the pupil does not know to be so, and, when the 
statement is made, let U set forth precisely what is meant, — not 
something near it ; and let the language used be good, terse, elegant 
English. In respect to all material objects the pupil's knowledge 
should come from the careful use of his own senses ; and 
generally, as far as may be, from his own experience. The 
practice of requiring this will lead him to be thorough in the use 
of his observing powers and in the analysis of his own thoughts. 
If the particular object under consideration is not within reach of 
the pupil's observation, let him use the ideas acquired from his 
study of similar objects which are familiar to him, as a basis for 
the idea he is seeking. In this effort pictures may be used with 
happy effect. 

In all this sentence-building, there should bo both oral and 
written work, and in both there must be accurate spelling of the 
words used, and careful attention to punctuation and the use of 
capitals.

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Rules 4 and 5 will find daily and abundant application in 
the lessons which follow. Only a few of the most neces- 
sary rules have been given, and these have been expressed 
in as few words as possible. When the pupil is sufficiently 
practiced on these, further rules will be given. 

Let the scholars write, each day, short sentences or a 
little story, bringing in and correctly using every word in 
the lesson. Ten (or at farthest, twenty) words will be found 
sufficient for one exercise. Each word suggests an idea* 
thoughts follow ; to make sentences of these thoughts is the 
lesson set the learner ; and to assist and encourage him is 
the business of the instructor. It is not what we have 
heard or seen, but what we can tell, that we really know.

Analysis. To analyze a word is to separate the prim- 
itive from the prefix or suffix, to spell it, and tell its 
meaning.
